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$2 Million Available For 
Quincy Small Businesses

The city of Quincy is 
making $2 million in grants 
available to small business- 
es that have been impacted 
by the COVID-19 pandem- 
<. 

Mayor Thomas Koch, 
U.S. Rep. Stephen Lynch, 
Quincy Chamber of Com- 


merce President Tim Cahill 
and city planning director 
Jim Fatseas announced the 
establishment of the grant 
program on April 30. Appli- 
cations were made available 
online immediately at quin- 
cyma.gov and will remain 
open until May 15. 

The funding for the pro- 


gram will come from the 
federal government. Koch 
said $1 million would come 
from the Community De- 
velopment Block Grant 
(CDBG) program and an- 
other $1 million is from 
the Coronavirus Aid, Re- 
lief and Economic Security 
(CARES) Act. 


The goal of the program, 
Koch said, is to help ensure 
the city’s small businesses 
would be able to re-open.

On April 2nd the Quin-

School Board To Name 
Interim Superintendent

The School Committee 
was set to choose an interim 
superintendent when mem- 
bers convene Wednesday 
night. 

Superintendent Richard 
DeCristofaro will be leav- 
ing his position in June to 
become the president of 
Quincy College. DeCristo- 
faro has led the Quincy Pub- 
lic Schools since 2001 and 
began working in the district 
as a teacher in 1974. 

The School Committee, 
which is responsible for hir- 
ing a new superintendent, 
voted on April 29 to post 
the interim superintendent’s 


position internally through © 


the end of Tuesday. Board 
members will then vet those 
candidates at Wednesday’s 
meeting. 


During the April 29 


meeting, Mayor Thomas 
Koch, who is the commit- 
tee’s chairman, recommend- 
ed the committee select an 
interim superintendent dur- 
ing its next session. He also 
suggested the board meet in 
person, instead of remotely, 
while still observing social 
distancing protocols to en- 
sure members could com- 
municate with each other 
without interruption. 

Koch said he would 
prefer Kevin Mulvey, the 
school system’s deputy su- 
perintendent, be named the 
interim superintendent. 

“We are in a very chal- 
lenging time and I think 
continuity and consistency 
is: important,” the mayor 
said. “I certainly would be 
advocating that the deputy 
superintendent would step 
up as the interim superin-

tendent, much like [how] in 
my other departments the 
deputy fire chief or the dep- 
uty whatever steps up in that 
role when somebody is out.” 

Committee member 


‘ Doug Gutro said he would 


like the interim job posted 
before the meeting to ensure 
a fair process. 

“We post it. All those 
that are potentially eligible 
to be an interim can indicate 
whether or not they want to 
be an interim,” Gutro said. 
“If we get one, then we get 
one...and we can choose 
that one. But if we get mul- 
tiple [candidates] who ex- 
press an interest in being 
an interim, then that’s a fair 
process.” 

Anthony Andronico, the

6 Percent Drop In Enrollment Projected 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Quincy College’s Board 
of Governors approved the 
school’s $23.03 million op- 
erating budget for the fiscal 
year that begins July 1, a 
number that college offi- 
cials said could be subject to 
change amid the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

The board unanimously 
approved the budget for 
the city-owned college on 
April 30. The $23.03 mil- 
lion operating budget for 
upcoming fiscal year, FY21, 
represents a cut of $3.46 
million compared to the cur- 
rent fiscal year. The board 
also approved the college’s 
$581,000 capital expendi- 
tures budget for the new fis- 
cal year, which is up from 
$171,500 this year. 

Daniel Asquino, the col- 
lege’s interim president, 


said the budget for the up- 
coming fiscal year projects 
a 6 percent drop in enroll- 
ment. He noted, however, 
that the school has stepped 
up its efforts to recruit new 
students who may decide 
against moving on campus 
at a four-year school in the 
fall because of the financial 
uncertainty caused by the 
pandemic. 

Asquino said he expects 
the board would need to 
make changes to the budget 
later this year as the pan- 
demic continues to unfold. 

“Things are going to 
change,” he said. “We don’t 
know what will happen.” 

Martin Ahern, _ the 
school’s vice president of 
finance, said the adminis- 
tration projected a deficit of 
$4.5 million when planning 
for the FY21 budget began

The school 
is now expected to end the 
new fiscal year with a sur- 
plus of $64,000. 

Ahern said the admin- 
istration made cuts to per- 
sonnel to help balance the 
budget. Administrators were 
able to reduce spending on 
salaries for adjunct profes- 
sors by re-organizing class 
schedules, for example. 


The school was also able 
to negotiate a $400,000 rent 
credit in the new fiscal year 
for the space it leases inside 
Presidents Place in Quincy 
Center, Ahern said. 

In addition, the college 
will be increasing technolo- 
gy fees and registration fees 
next year. 

Mary Jo Brogna, who 
is the chairwoman of the 
board’s finance committee, 
credited the college admin- 
istration for presenting a 
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$23 Million Quincy College Budget Approved 


balanced budget. 

“We know we have chal- 
lenges going into the year,” 
she said. “The administra- 
tion did a tremendous job 
trying to balance this bud- 
get.” 

Brogna, like Asquino, 
said the college’s budget 
is subject to change in the 
coming months. 

“We need to be nimble as 
we move forward because 
we don’t know what things 
will look like,” she said. 


Brogna said two key 
dates to watch are May 15 
and June 1. May 15 is the 
deadline to apply for admis- 
sion to the college’s nursing 
program in the fall and June 
1 is the start of the school’s 
first summer session. 

Asquino said the col- 
lege’s summer programs 
will all be held online this 
year. The school plans to 
have half of its courses on- 
line and half in person for

— said he would be open to 
hosting an event in the sum- 
mer for the graduating class, 
provided it is safe to do so. 

“I'd be open to be in- 
volved in something later in 
the summer, provided that

A State Of Emergency For Children 


Protection Leaders Ask Public Help 


Child protection leaders are asking the public’s help in 
detecting ongoing child abuse while the COVID-19 shut- 
downs keep kids away from the adults who normally step 
in to help. 

Reports of child abuse have plummeted, even as family 
stress factors like job insecurity, food insecurity, and sick- 
ness have disproportionally increased in March and April 
~ which, in a cruel irony, is Child Abuse Prevention Month. 

Mandated reporters for child abuse include teachers, 
medical providers, therapists, and clergy. None of those 
groups are having in-person interaction with children dur- 
ing the state of emergency. 

The heads of the Massachusetts Children’s Alliance, 
Massachusetts Office for Victim Assistance (MOVA) and 
Children’s League of Massachusetts are issuing an unprec- 
edented joint call to the general public for help detecting 
possible abuse and alerting officials who can intervene to 
protect those children. 

Whether it is neighbors seeing kids outside at play, out 
in public with adults, or relatives and teachers interacting 
with them via Zoom or other video exchange, anyone hav- 
ing contact with children is urged to look for these signs: 


should notify the Department of Children and Families 
(DCF) if you suspect abuse by calling the DCF Child-At- 
Risk Hotline at (800) 792-5200. Reports can be anonymous 
if necessary. 

A report does not automatically trigger a child being re- 
moved from a home or a parent being in trouble; few re- 
ports result in either of those outcomes. The most common 
outcome is supplying services and supports to families that . 
need them. Massachusetts has a comprehensive, trauma- 
informed system of response to child abuse allegations 
through the state’s twelve Children’s Advocacy Centers. 
DCF has a staff of well-trained, well-supervised, and dedi- 
cated social workers who screen reports to see what — if any 
— intervention or support services a child and family might 
need. 

We are in a time like no other, with demands being made 
on everyone for our mutual safety. For more information 
about recognizing and responding to child abuse, Victim 
Services, and to make your voice heard, please visit our re- 
spective web sites below.

We are spending and 
buying less, cleaning and 
decluttering our homes and 
enjoying nature more on 
our fresh-air walks. Life 
can seem lonelier now for 
singles and couples whose 
families have left the nest — 
but we can all communicate 
by phone, e-mail or video, if 
we wish. We can also offer 
help to neighbors like never 
before. 

Online purchases and 
delivery of food and medi- 
cine are essential for the ill 


and frail elderly, with ship- 


ping companies thriving. 
Increasing stress as the pan- 
demic draws on will exacer- 
bate pre-existing emotional 
instability or mental illness

DPW Merger Plan 
Presented To Council 


DPW Commissioner David Colton introduced a reorganiza- 
tion plan for the management of his department at a meeting of 
the City Council Finance Committee. However, Councillor at 
large Michael Cheney called the plan an attempt to give large 
scale pay raises to management personnel. 

The thrust of Colton’s plan would be to merge six man- 
agement positions into four and create a team approach to the 
DPW’s duties. 

Cheney said two of the positions are presently unfilled and 
that the reorganization-would create large pay raises for two 
men. 

Colton would not confirm which of the employees would 
fill the positions. Colton’s realignment would save $46,000 
and eliminate two positions. No vote was taken by the Finance 
Committee.

Stacey’s Pasta With Black Olives 
And Cherry Tomatoes 


By MARIE 
Today’s recipe was given to me by my 
granddaughter Stacey, who loves to cook 
and experiment with different recipes. She 
made today’s pasta dish and brought me a 
helping to taste. 
It was so delicious and different that I 
asked her to email the recipe to me and I am 
now sharing it with all of you. 


6 plum tomatoes, cut in half 

1 package of cherry tomatoes 

1 small onion, diced , 

2 cloves of garlic. chopped 

2 tablespoons of olive oil 

1 cup of chicken broth 

1 box of Rigatoni (or pasta of your 
choice) 


2 cans of small black olives, pitted 
2 cans of Italian tuna fish, drained 
Grated Romano or parmesan 


In a large skillet, sauté the onion and gar- 
lic in the olive oil. 

Add both the tomatoes and chicken broth 
and mix well. 

Then add the tuna and olives blending 
everything together. 

Cook on low until well-blended and 
serve with a pasta of your choice. 

While you are making the sauce, boil the 
pasta, and when pasta is ready add to the 
skillet and mix well. 

You can top with grated Romano or par- 
mesan cheese on top. 


Spring Italian Style Potato Salad

Potatoes have been (and still are!) de- 
monized by “dieters” and the poor spuds 
have been lumped in with pasta and bread. 
These red (or purple skinned) potatoes are 
filling, comforting, contain fiber (mostly 
found in skin) B vitamins, iron, and potas- 
sium. 

So, when eating potatoes, always eat the 
skin (that you have scrubbed well) and al- 


ways choose organically produced potatoes. 


1 pound red potatoes, scrubbed 

3 tablespoons good balsamic vinegar 

1/2 cup extra virgin olive oil 

1/4 cup red chopped pepper 

1/4 cup green beans (that have been 
steamed just until bright green) 

1/4 cup chopped red onion 

1 clove minced garlic 

2 teaspoon raw honey 

Sea salt and pepper to taste 


3 tablespoons combined chopped fresh — 


Italian parsley and chopped fresh basil 


Boil potatoes for about 20 minutes or un- 
til tender. Drain and let cool. 


Slice in half, then into about 1/2 inch 
slices. (If you like it chunkier just cut in half 
again until you are happy with size.) Place 
in bowl. 

Steam green beans, if desired (you can 
put them in raw if you feel lazy!) 

In separate bowl whisk oil, vinegar, gar- 
lic, honey, sea salt and pepper. Check for 
seasonings just by dipping . on in and 
tasting. 

Toss with potatoes and. rest of vegeta- 
bles. Add in fresh herbs and toss again. 

Taste a potato, and if you need more salt. 
sprinkle it over top and toss again. 

Serve room temperature or cold. (I like 
this even better the next day!) 


Beef, Sausage Stew Over Polenta

Even though the weather is getting 
warmer a dish of stew is still very inviting.

RECIPE 
1 pound of stew beef (cut into bit-sized 
pieces) 
% pound of Italian sausage 
4 tablespoons of olive oil 
2 small onions, finely chopped 
¥% pound fresh mushrooms, sliced 
Dash of Rosemary 
1 clove of garlic, minced 
1 small can of tomatoes 
1 cup of frozen peas 


Salt and pepper to taste. 


Put the oil in a sauce pan and brown the 
chopped onions in it, add the beef and allow 
it to brown, stirring constantly. 

After 10 minutes add the sausage also 
cut into cubes. Then add the mushrooms, 
salt, pepper, rosemary and chopped garlic. 

Allow all to cook together 10 more min 
utes and then add the can of tomatoes. 

Cook another 10 minutes and add the 
peas, cover and allow all to simmer until all 
the meat is done. . 

For Polenta: Follow directions on box 
or bag. 

When serving place Polenta on bottom 
of a serving dish then spoon stew over it 
and sprinkle with grated cheese if you like.

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Vitamin D: Forms, Deficiency, Supplements 


Editor’s note: due to the

Vitamin D is a fat-soluble 
vitamin that regulates the 
absorption of calcium and 
phosphorus in the body, as 
well as enables normal im- 
mune system function. This 
vitamin is an essential nu- 
trient imperative for strong 
bones. 

Vitamin D has 2 forms: 
D2 (obtained from foods 
you eat) and D3 (obtained 
from sun exposure). Vita- 
min D is produced by the 
body when your skin is ex- 
posed to sunlight. You can 
also get vitamin D through 
specific foods and supple- 
ments. Your body needs 
vitamin D to assist in the 
absorption of calcium and 
phosphorus in your diet, that 
helps strengthen bones. 

Vitamin D deficiency can 
cause bone loss, low bone 
density, and heighten yout

chances of breaking bones. 
Vitamin D deficiency can 
also cause rickets in chil- 
dren and a condition called 
osteomalacia in adults. 
Symptoms may include 
weakness and bone pain. 

Obesity is a risk factor 
for low vitamin D levels, 
since the more weight you 
carry, the more vitamin D 
your body requires. Stud- 
ies have also shown vitamin 
D deficiency may increase 
your risk of developing obe- 
sity later in life. 

The simplest way to ob- 
tain vitamin D is by expos- 
ing your skin to direct sun- 
light, specifically, ultraviolet 
B (UVB) rays. The more 
you expose your skin, the 
more vitamin D your body 
produces. You only need to 
devote approximately half 
as much time as it takes 
your skin to turn pink and 
get sunburned. This means 
if you are fair-skinned and 
typically start to become 
pink in 30 minutes, you only 
need 15 minutes of pre-sun- 
screen sun exposure to pro- 
duce the vitamin D3 your 
body needs. The darker your 
skin, the more. time you re- 
quire in the sun to produce 
vitamin D. The amount of 


vitamin D you get from sun 
exposure depends on a few 
variables such as, time of 
day, your skin tone, where 
you live, and how much 
skin you expose. 

Usually, sun exposure is 
the best way to get the vi- 
tamin D your body needs. 
Most foods that contain vi- 
tamin D only contain trivial 
amounts and won’t provide 
you with the total amount 
your body needs. 

Foods that are high in Vi- 
tamin D include: 

Fatty fish such as salmon 
or mackerel 

Beef liver 

Egg yolks 

Milk 

Orange juice fortified 
with vitamin D 

Fortified cereals 

Infant formulas 

If you don’t get enough 
sun exposure, and foods 
are unlikely to give you 
the amount of vitamin D 
your body needs, your doc- 
tor may recommend that 
you take vitamin D supple- 
ments. There are two forms 
of vitamin D: D2 (ergocal- 
ciferol), found in food, and 
D3 (cholecalciferol), pro-

over-the-counter vitamin D 
supplements contain vita- 
min D3, which is not usu- 
ally vegetarian. If you have 
apprehensions about this, 
your healthcare provider 
may prescribe vitamin D2 
supplements. 

People may be at risk 
for vitamin D deficiency 
if they have an aversion to 
the sun, suffer from milk al- 
lergies, or stick to a vegan 
diet. People with dark skin 
may also be in jeopardy for 
developing vitamin D defi- 
ciency. This is because the 
pigment melanin diminishes 
their skin’s ability to make 
vitamin D following sun 
exposure. Other risk factors 
for vitamin D deficiency in- 
clude: 

Covering your skin with 
clothing or SPF all the time 

Obesity or gastric bypass 
surgery 


Infants who are breastfed. 


and not given a vitamin D 
supplement 

Residing in northern re- 
gions where there are fewer 
hours of sunlight 

Being older (your skin is 
thinner) . 

Pregnancy 

Vitamin D_ deficiency 
symptoms may be very un- 
specific. You might have 
aches, pains and fatigue or 
you may have no symptoms 
at all. If your vitamin D de- 
ficiency is severe, you may 
suffer from bone pain and 
reduced mobility. In adults, 
severe vitamin D deficiency 
is called osteomalacia, and 


in children a severe defi- 
ciency can cause rickets 
(softening and weakening 
of bones). A simple blood 
test called the 25-hydroxy 
vitamin D test can measure 
levels of vitamin D in the 
blood. 

The U.S. recommended 
daily allowance (USRDA) 
for vitamin D is 600 IU (in- 
ternational units) per day 
for those 1-70 years of age. 
Infants under 1 year need 
400 IU, while adults 71 and 
older require 800 IU. 

There is such a phenom- 
enon as too much vitamin 
D. Vitamin D in excess of 
4,000 IU can cause side ef- 
fects such as anorexia, ex- 
cessive urine output, heart 
arrhythmias, and kidney 
stones. Hypervitaminosis 
D occurs when people take 
too many vitamin D supple- 
ments. It is not likely that a 
person would get too much 
vitamin D from sun expo- 
sure because the body regu- 


lates the amount it produces.- 


When there is too much vi- 
tamin D in the body, calcium 
levels rise and can lead to 
hypercalcemia. Symptoms 
of hypercalcemia include: 

Anorexia 

Excessive urine output 

Heart arrhythmias 

Fatigue 

Excessive thirst 

Dehydration 

Constipation 

Muscle weakness 

Vomiting, nausea, and 
dizziness 

High blood pressure

Kidneys 

Vitamin D supplements 
also have the ability to in- 
teract with several types of 
medications. Steroids can 
interfere with vitamin D 
metabolism and affect cal- 
cium absorption. Weight 
loss drugs including orlistat 
(Xenical, and Alli) and the 
cholesterol-lowering drug 
cholestyramine (Questran, 
LoCholest, Prevalite) can 
reduce your body’s absorp- 
tion of vitamin D and other 
fat-soluble vitamins. Drugs 
used to control epileptic sei- 
zures such as phenobarbital 
and phenytoin (Dilantin) 
can increase the metabolism 
of vitamin D and subse- 
quently reduce calcium ab- 
sorption. Statins and diuret- 
ics can also increase vitamin 
D levels. It is important to 
make sure that your health- 
care provider is aware that 
you are taking any vitamin 
D supplements to avoid any 
complications.

With the COVID-19 
pandemic exacerbating 
the financial state of many 
individuals and families, 
NeighborWorks Housing 
Solutions, a housing service 
provider in southern Mas- 
sachusetts, is providing sev- 
eral crucial services to assist 
those in need.

lies and individuals to sta- 
bilize their situations. This 
program will help eligible 
homeowners and _ renters 
by assisting with mortgage 
payments, rent, utility bills, 
and other costs. This special 
program targets households 
facing instability as a result 
of a COVID-19 (coronavi- 
rus) related housing crisis 
due to a loss of wages or 
increase in expenses (e.g., 
medical expenses). 
Currently NHS is: expe 
riencing double the normal 
daily rate of inquiries in the 
RAFT program. Since the 
governor’s announcement 
of COVID RAFT funds, the 
organization has assisted 
123 ‘households that have 
been approved to receive

Cont'd From Page | 
establishing will provide 
small grants, up to $10,000 
per, to assist them to hope- 
fully keep them moving 
so they will be able to re- 
open,” Koch said. 

“It’s incumbent upon all 
of us to do everything we 
can to help our brothers and 
sisters in need.” 

The mayor said the pro- 
gram would provide eligible 
small businesses with grants 
of up to $10,000 each. There 
are four qualification prefer- 
ences for the program: A 
business must have fewer 
than 20 employees, less than 
$1 million in gross revenue, 
must be the owner’s primary 
source of income, and have 
demonstrated a significant 
loss of income since March. 

Certain businesses are 
ineligible from the program, 
including real estate, multi- 
level marketing, tattoo par- 
lors, and retailers of alco- 
hol and marijuana, among 
others. Also excluded are 
franchisees of national or 
regional chain businesses; 


independently-owned fran- 


chisees will be considered 
on a case-by-case basis. 


The city’s planning de- 


partment will be responsible 
for vetting the applicants 
and distributing the grants. 
Koch said funding would 
not be awarded on a first- 
come, first-serve basis. - 
“This is not first-come, 
first-serve. Applications 


will be processed and peo- 
ple will be dealt with and 
handled, so don’t feel like 
you’re in panic mode and 
you have to get in line,” 
the mayor. “We're going to 
keep it open until May 15, 
the deadline, and if we have 
to extend it, we will.” 

Fatseas said the appli- 
cation process would be 
user friendly and his entire 
17-person staff is willing to 
help businesses through the 
process. 

The city receives roughly 
$1.8 million annually from 
the CDBG program, Koch 
said. The CDBG money 
set aside for the small busi- 
ness grants comes from ad- 
ditional CDBG funding set 
aside in the CARES Act, he 
stated. 

Lynch, a South Boston 
Democrat, said the block 
grant program gives local 
and state officials the ability 
to use federal funds where it 
they feel it can be most im- 
pactful. 

“The CBDG moneys 
gives the authority to our 
governors and our mayors, 
who we think have a better 
grasp on the needs within 
the state,” Lynch said. 

“{ have high confidence 
in Charlie Baker and Mayor 
Koch — that putting money 
into that CDBG pipeline 
will get it to the people who 
need it most, because they 
are here every day, they are 
on the ground, they get the 


complaints and the phone 
calls.” 

Cahill noted the Chamber 
has helped distribute money 
from the city’s Affordable 
Housing Trust Fund to hos- 
pitality sector employees 
who are out of work because 
of the pandemic. Nearly 400 
workers had received as- 
sistance totaling just under 
$500,000 from that program 
and a similar one adminis- 
tered by Quincy Commu- 
nity Action Programs as of 
April 30. 

“This program is com- 
ing at the right place and the 
right time, because we’ve 
been helping the employees 
and now we’fe going to be 
helping ‘the small business 
people. The small business 
grant fund is a phenomenal 
idea,” Cahill said. 

“I believe, from what 
I’ve seen so far, they have 
structured it perfectly — try- 
ing to help the smallest of 
the small businesses, the 
folks that are really going to 
struggle to re-open but are 
committed to re-opening.” 

Cahill said business own- 
ers have been concerned 
about their ability to pay 
rent and the grant program 
would help them be able to 
doso. 

“They can rest assured 
when their rent is paid that 
their building is still going 
to be there when they re- 
open and maybe get some 
supplies and get started,” he 
said.

Social Security Matters 


Ask Rusty: Should My 
Wife Take Her Social 
Security At Age 62? 


By RUSSELL GLOOR 


Dear Rusty: | have been advised by my financial plan- 
ner to start my wife’s social security benefits at the age of 62 
(she is now 61). 1am 65 and still employed, not on Medicare, 
and not taking social security benefits. My wife’s benefits 
are much less than mine. I hope to wait until age 70 before 
starting my benefits. My income is currently $160,000. Do 
you see this as a wise choice to start my wife’s SS benefits 
at age 62? Signed: Planning Ahead 

Dear Planning: Whether your wife should start her ben- 
efits at age 62 depends upon whether her own benefit at age 
70 would be more than she is entitled to as your spouse at 
her full retirement age (FRA). You can get these estimates 
from Social Security. If her own benefit would eventually 
be higher than her spousal benefit from you, she can wait 
to get her own higher benefit at age 70 (as you are). But if 
her benefit as your spouse will be the highest she can attain, 
then claiming her own benefit before you claim yours could 
be a good choice, but there are some things to consider if 
she does that: 

First, if your wife claims at age 62 (or any age before 
her FRA), that will mean that her eventual spousal benefit 
when she claims it (when you claim your SS) will be less 
than 50% of the benefit you are entitled to at your full retire- 
ment age. Taking her own benefit earlier than her FRA will 
mean her spousal benefit from you will be reduced to less 
than half of your FRA benefit amount, even if that spousal 
benefit starts after she has reached her FRA. 

Second, if your wife is still working, by claiming her 
own benefit before her FRA she will be subject to Social 
Security’s “earnings test” which limits the amount of money 
she can make without SS taking back some of her benefits. 
For 2020, the annual earnings limit is $18,240 (changes 
annually) and SS will take back benefits equal to half of 
any earnings which exceed that amount. The earnings limit 
becomes less severe during the year your wife reaches her 
FRA and goes away entirely after she reaches her FRA, but 
if she works while collecting early SS benefits the earnings 
limit could affect her benefits. 

Third, your wife’s Social Security benefits will become 
part of your taxable income (assuming you file “married- 
jointly). Taxation of your wife’s Social Security benefits 
will be determined based upon your combined income if 
you file your taxes as a married couple. At your combined 
earnings level, up to 85% of your wife’s SS benefits will 
become part of your taxable income. 

I’m not suggesting you not follow your financial plan- 
ner’s advice; I only want to make sure you’re aware of all 
the factors involved when benefits are claimed early. Some- 
times, a wife claiming at age 62 is a prudent choice as your 
financial planner has suggested. But sometimes understand- 
ing the above factors may lead to a different strategy.

Seed Tape Box 

It’s spring and time to plant 
the seeds that grow into veg- 
etables and flowers that often 
are tasty salads for deer, rab- 
bits, squirrels and other local 
wildlife. In 1790, a Shaker re- 
ligious community started to 
sell packets filled with seeds 
saved from the previous year. 
It was a new idea. Seeds for 
farmers had only sold in bulk 
quantities. At first the pack- 
ets held only vegetable seeds, 
but by the mid-1800s, flower 
seeds also were sold. Some- 
time before 1918, Shaker seed 
tape was invented and sold. 

Today, gardeners can buy 
seed tape for hundreds of 
plants or make their own. Just 
unroll some toilet paper and 
press one or two seeds into 
the paper at spaced intervals. 
Then roll up the paper utill it’s 
time to plant. The seed tape 
(toilet. paper) cam be stretched 
into’ a shallow line in the 
dirt, then covered with more 
dirt, watered and kept free of 
weeds. Rows of plants will 
come up in a few days. 

The American Seed Tape 
Company of Newark, New 
Jersey, had a seed tape brand 
called: Pakro that advertised 
in farm publications from 
1918 to at least’ the 1920s. 
Recently, a Wm Morford ad- 
vertising auction offered an 
early cardboard Pakro seed 
tape display box that held 60 
different types of seed tapes 
in original small boxes with 
color pictures like those on 
the packets. The 15- by 18- 
sold for $1,033.

Canned heat can be used if 
the chafing dish is the kind 
that has a metal outer dish 
that holds water, which 
heats the glass dish. A chaf-

Cont'd From Page | 
meeting that night. Of those 
cases, 371 had recovered 
and 80 have died. 

There were 11 new cases 
reported on Monday, which 
Jones said is fewer than the 
20 or more new cases. re- 
ported on a daily basis ear- 
lier on during the pandemic. 

“Today we had 11 new 
cases where back in March 
we were 20, 30, even 40 
cases a day, so we have defi- 
nitely seen a decrease in the 
amount of positive cases,” 
she said. “We’re not out of 
the woods yet, but we do 
see our infection rate com- 
ing down a bit.” 

The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health 
reported 1,000 new cases 


on Monday, bringing the- 


Statewide total to 69,087. 
The statewide death toll in- 
creased by 86 to 4,090. The 
DPH also reported 9,622 
new tests on Monday, rais- 
ing the total number of tests 
reported since the outbreak 
began to 324,268. 

Jones said her depart- 
ment’ had been working 
with Walmart during the 
past week because she was 
concerned about the number 
of positive cases reported 
among the store’s employ- 
ees. The department’s in- 
spectors had visited the store 
on a daily basis to address 
issues around social distanc- 
ing and crowd control. 

“My concern was that 
we were seeing an increase 
in cases and an increase in 
people that were contacts to 
cases and saying they went 
into Walmart and were not 
feeling well shortly after 
that,” Jones said. 

Eleven employees had 
tested positive for COV- 
ID-19 as of Monday, includ- 
ing some who recovered and 
went back to work. Jones 
was notified on Monday 
that a store employee, who 
she described as an elderly 
woman, had died from the 
disease. 

Walmart agreed to close 
the store Monday and will 
not be able to re-open until 
enough employees to staff 
the store test negative for 
COVID-19. 

“They agreed to close. 
They will disinfect and deep 
clean the entire store. Every 
employee will be tested, and 
the store will not re-open 
until they have enough con- 
firmed negative employees 
to actually go in and work in 
the store,” Jones said, add- 
ing that Manet Community 
Health Center has agreed to 
assist with testing the store’s 
workers. 

Jones also said there was 
a cluster of cases at the Stay- 
bridge Suites hotel in North 
Quincy. There are currently 
48 U.S. Navy personnel, 
who had been assigned to a 
ship now undergoing repairs 
in Boston, staying at the ho- 
tel, of whom 18 have tested 


positive for COVID-19. The 
sailors are all being quaran- 
tined at the hotel and will all 
be tested. 

The hotel’s staff have 
already been tested and all 
came back negative, Jones 
said; the staff also has the 
necessary personal protec- 
tive equipment. 

There are no other guests 
at the hotel. 

Coronavirus cases have 
been reported at each of the 
city’s nursing homes, Jones 
said, including one nursing 
home with more 100 cases. 
She said more than half of 
the deaths in the city have 
been residents at nursing 
homes. 

There were six current 
COVID-19 cases at Quincy 
Housing Authority build- 
ings as of Monday, Jones 
said. There were more than 
13 cases in QHA properties 
at one point, she said. 

“Our Quincy Housing 
Authority buildings have 
done very well,” Jones said. 
“In all of our buildings, 
we have only a total of six 
cases...and that’s not a high 
number, so I think they are 
doing a really good job there 
of protecting the residents.” 

Gov. Charlie Baker has 
ordered all non-essential 
businesses in the state to 
close until May 18 amid 
the pandemic. The governor 
also put together a task force 
— including government of- 
ficials, health experts and 
representatives from  dif- 
ferent industries — to deter- 
mine a plan for a phased re- 
opening that will be released 
on that date. The mayors of 
Easthampton and Lawrence 


are both on the task force. 

Chris Walker, the chief 
of staff to Mayor Thomas 
Koch, said Koch has been 
discussing re-opening plans 
with Baker on an informal 
basis. 

“The governor has asked 
the mayor to advise him 
on this in an informal role. 
They talk multiple times a 
week,” Walker said. “The 
governor will throw ideas 
off of him. The mayor will 
throw back some concepts 
or things he’s hearing on the 
ground.” 

Walker said he expects 
the May 18 report outlining 
the plans for the phased re- 
opening would focus more 
on conditions under which 
various businesses could re- 
open rather than setting out 
a timeline for them to do so. 

“I think more so than 
dates or anything tied to a 
specific timeframe, what 
the governor is planning on 
doing is setting the actual 
conditions for things to hap- 
pen,” Walker said. 

“He may say to a certain 
sector, you need to do A, B, 
C, D and E for you to open 
safely. When you can do 
that and you can show you 
can do that, then you can 
start to gradually phase in 
your opening.” 

Walker said Koch has 
also begun discussing with 
his department heads plans 
to re-open municipal build- 
ings to employees and the 
public. Those officials are 
also discussing how vari- 
ous city boards and com- 
missions can begin meeting 
again. The City Council, 
School Committee and 


Quincy College Board of 
Governors have been meet- 
ing via video conference 
since late March, while oth- 


ers, including the Zoning. 


Board of Appeals and Board 
of License Commissioners, 
have not been meeting. The 
Planning Board is expected 
to meet via Zoom, a video 
conferencing provider, on 
May 13. 

Baker also issued an or- 
der, effective Wednesday, 
mandating the wearing of a 
mask or other face covering 
such as a bandana or scarf 
in public, including when 
visiting businesses or riding 
public transportation. 

Jones said. wearing a 
mask is required outdoors 
if social distancing-is not 
possible but would not be 
necessary if someone were 
to go for a run by them- 
selves and could maintain 
the needed space between 
themselves and others. 

Several city councillors 
who spoke during Monday’s 
meeting credited Jones and 
the Health Department for 
their efforts to contain the 


~ coronavirus in Quincy. 


Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci noted 150 deaths 
and more than 3,000 cas- 
es have been reported in 
Brockton, a city with rough- 
ly the same population as 
Quincy. 

“It struck me with how 
different the pandemic has 
hit their community versus 
our community,” Palmucci 
said. “I’m just wondering if 
some of the actions the ad- 
ministration and the city has 
taken...are the reason why 
our numbers our low.”

Jones said her depart- 
ment partnered quickly with 
the mayor’s office to coor- 
dinate the city’s response 
to the epidemic, which she 
said has made a difference 
in the number of cases seen 
in Quincy. The entire staff 
of the Health Department, 
she added, had previously 
been trained in contact trac- 
ing. 

“Everything we are do- 
ing and the hours we are 
doing it — we are here six to 


seven days a week doing it 
— I think it pays off in the 
end,” Jones said. 

City Council President 
Nina Liang credited Jones 
and the Health Department 
for being proactive and 
working with Walmart to 
address issues at the store. 

“That’s music to my 
ears to know they are no 
longer operating right now, 
because they obviously 
weren’t staying on top of 
this,” Liang said.

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Fuel Stabilizer, Battery Charging, Tires, ‘Rolling —— 
Ask John Paul: AAA New England's Car Doctor 


We were advised by the governor and the President 
to limit leaving our homes. I filled the tank of my car 
with gas. Since then I have used only about one gallon 
of the approximately 15-gallon tank capacity. How do I 
balance my desire to always have a full tank of gas with 
the possibility that the gas in the tank will get old if I do 
not drive much during this pandemic? 

It takes a while for gas to get stale, but still, | would rec- 
ommend adding a fuel stabilizer. You can buy fuel stabilizer 
at hardware or auto parts stores and you simply add it to the 
gas tank and take a short ride to have it mix with the fuel. 

I own a 2011 Infiniti G37X Sport sedan with 150,000 
miles on it. For about a year, every time I take it to the 
dealer, they report the rack and pinion has a fluid leak 
from both ends. However, the power steering fluid level 
remains within specifications. I took vhe car to another 
_ mechanic for a second opinion and he says there is no is- 
sue that requires replacement. There is no change in the 
driving or steering quality. The dealer quoted price for 
replacement is $2,300. The car is probably only worth 
$4,000 in value right now. I am not really excited about 
a repair bill that is more than 50 percent of the car’s 
remaining value. What is your advice? 

I’m sure the rack and pinion unit has a slight leak and 
that leak won’t get any better by itself. That being said, if 
this was my car, I don’t think I would do anything until you 
have to routinely add power steering fluid. 

I have a 2019 Prius Prime (plug-in hybrid) vehicle 
which I have not driven for two weeks as I am trying to 
stay home during these times. How often should I start 
my vehicle? How many miles should I drive to get the 
most benefit to my vehicle? Should I use both electric 
and gas on the short drive? Which strategies are best for 
my plug-in hybrid vehicle? 

Charging the battery periodically even using house cur- 
rent certainly can’t hurt. As for driving the car, I would give 
it about 20-30 minutes of exercise every three weeks to keep 
all of the moving parts moving. — 

‘I just got a call from the Subaru dealer about an ur- 
gent repair/recall on the catalytic converter for my 2015 
Subaru Outback. They will collect the car at the door for 
the service. I can’t find anything on’the internet about 
this recall and yet the phone number from which the call 
came seems legit. What do you know about this? 

According to the NHTSA website there are currently 
five recalls on the 2015 Outback none are for the catalytic 
convertor. I did see a few reports of the front exhaust pipe 
which is part of the catalytic convertor cracking. This would 
be covered under the emissions warranty. Although not a 
recall it may be a repair that Subaru is suggesting being in- 
vestigated during service. Now of course while the dealer 
has the car, they may suggest other work that will be needed 
now or in the near future. 

I have a 2010 Toyota Corolla that over the winter ev- 
ery once in a while, water would run down near the front 
window post. Now that it got warmer and even after this 
week’s downpours, no water. This was my nana’s car 
and it only has 40,000 miles on it, and I want it to last a 
long time. Any ideas what is going on. 

The problem may ‘be nothing more than condensa- 
tion building up behind the interior trim. In winter when 
the defroster is on condensation builds up behind the trim 
against the windshield pillar and drips. In warmer weather 
that doesn’t happen. The repair is to remove the trim and 
drill a few small holes in the reinforcement vanes in the trim 
pieces .to allow more circulation. 

Is there a definitive life span for tires? My car tires 
are six years old, but only have 11,000 miles of usage. 
Does tire rubber get brittle after a certain period and 
should I replace six-year-old tires even with low mileage, 
but no other obvious deterioration? 

Tires will deteriorate and crack and can be prone to fail- 
- ure as they age. Some vehicle manufacturers will recom- 


mend tire replacement at six years old. The trade group for 
the tire industry - The Rubber Manufacturers Association 
~ doesn’t put a specific date on when to replace a tire. How 
a tire ages is somewhat determined about how the car is 
garaged, usage and the age of the tire when it was installed 
(all tires have a production date code). If this were my car, 
I would carefully inspect the tires for any signs of weather- 
related cracking and if any are noticed I would replace all 
four tires. In addition, if the serial numbers on the tires in- 
dicates the tires were 10 years old and this was a vehicle 
driven regularly, I would replace the tires. 

I have a 2010 Chevy Inipala; frequently I hear a noise 
when I turn the wheel. A Chevy dealer and independent 
repair shop couldn’t find anything wrong. However, the 
problem persists. Can you help? 

The good news is the repair shops didn’t find anything 
seriously wrong. Two things come to mind. The first is that 
some part of the trim surrounding the steering wheel is ex- 
pending and contracting with temperature and causing the 
noise. The second possibility is the intermediate shaft for 
the steering system is the source of the noise. My suggestion 
is a long test drive with a technician so you can demonstrate 
the noise, so they hear what you are hearing. 

I need collision work-dent repair performed without 
repainting the car. There is a large big black scratch on 
rear of right passenger door. I don’t want to use my in- 
surance, but I also want to be treated fairly. 

I would go to a body shop (more than one) and get an 
estimate, so you have an idea of cost. Depending on the 
damage, if the factory paint isn’t cracked a “paint-less dent 
removal” technician may be able to clean up the black paint 
transfer and smooth out any panel damage. This is typically 
much cheaper than a traditional body shop. 

My 2006 Grand Marquis needs to have the climate 
control system fixed. When the car is running it will not 
stop the engine heat from coming into the car when air 
conditioner is turned on. I have gotten very high esti- 
mates to repair this problem. Considering the age of this 
car I am not sure it is worth this much repair costs. What 
should this repair cost? This car has low mileage and lots 
of life left in it. 

‘Moré than’ likely the blend door actuator is faulty. The 
part isn’t terribly expensive, but the repair involves almost 
complete disassembly of the instrument cluster/dash to re- 
place the part which is why the repair is pricey. One other 
possibility, these controls are vacuum operated; if there is 
a vacuum line leaking or the vacuum reserve tank is faulty, 
the climate control system will not operate properly, 

I have a 2016 Toyota Highlander with 55,000 miles 
on it. My Toyota Service Department is telling me that 
it’s due for a fuel injector service which will cost $170. 
Is that necessary or can I just go to an automotive store 
and buy a can of fuel injector cleaner to add to the gas 
tank to keep the injectors clean? 

Fuel injectors can get dirty and clog with fuel deposits. 
That being said there is no place in the Toyota routine service 
table that fuel injector service is recommended by Toyota. 
If this were my vehicle, I would use TopTier fuel. TopTier 
fuel has additional additive mixed with the fuel to keep fuel 
injectors, valves and the combustion chamber clean. For a 
list to TopTier stations go to www.toptiergas.com. 

Now with limited driving due to the recent health cri- 
sis, when do I get the oil changed on my car? Based on 
the driving I am doing now, it only looks like I'll be driv- 
ing about 4,000 miles this year. Anything else I should 
do? 

Most vehicles use both time and mileage to determine 
service. Since you are driving less, use the time measure- 
ment. As an example in my car it is recommended that I 
change the oil at 7,000 miles or six-months. I generally 
drive quite a bit, with recent changes; I will change the oil at 
about six months from the previous oil change. It is a good 
idea to also drive your car once a week or so to help keep the

battery charged, wear any surface rust off the brake system 
and exercise the car a bit. 

I have a 2011 Chevy truck and suddenly the heater 
fan quit working. I usually try to fix smaller repairs like 
this myself and replaced the motor and checked and by- 
passed the resistor and still the motor doesn’t turn. Any 
thoughts would be appreciated. 

The first step is start with the basics and to check for 
current to the motor. In this case a volt meter may mislead 
you and a test light could be a better tool. The meter may 
show 12 volts but may not have the current necessary to 
run the motor. Check the under hood fuse box, where the 
fuse that protects the blower circuit is located. If the fuse 
is good, then check the power supply to the fuse. A broken 
or crimped wire at the firewall connection could certainly 
cause this problem. 

I was with a group of high school kids at an event (I’m 
the car-pool dad) and a jacked-up diesel truck drove by 
and it was spewing black smoke. The kids were com- 
menting about it “rolling coal.” What on earth does that 
mean and what was up with this truck? 

Rolling coal is a slang term for modifying a diesel engine 
to billow large amounts of soot by burning extra fuel. The 
extra fuel allows the engine to produce more power. Doing 
this modification violates the Federal Clean Air Act. In fact 
a couple of television hosts were recently ordered to pay 
$750,00,in fines for modifying and selling diesel trucks that 
violated the Clean Air Act. 

I just purchased my first new car and I love it but one 
thing has me concerned after a long drive when I shut 
the car off; it crackles like a popcorn maker. What is 
wrong and should I be concerned? 

This is a normal occurrence, it is nothing more than the 
exhaust system and heat shields expanding and contracting 
as they cool. The exhaust pipes especially as the catalytic 
convertor can reach temperatures of | 500 degrees. As the 
heatshield around the convertor cools it can make a snap 
crackle and popping noise. 

I have a 2005 Hyundai Santa Fe and the engine has 
started to knock. The vehicle has 190,000 miles on it and 
runs great but has this slight knocking noise. I noticed 
most recently after I changed the oil. I have always uses 
the correct oil and a quality oil filter. What do you think 
is wrong and how long can I drive it this way? 

At this point you need to do a little more trouble shooting 
to determine where the noise is coming from. Using a piece 
of hose (three-foot piece of garden hose would work) as a 
stethoscope will help determine if the noise is coming from 
the top or bottom of the engine. Listen at the valve covers 
and the oil pan. If the noise is in the oil pan, there is most 
likely a worn connecting rod or crankshaft bearing. De- 
pending on what is wrong and how you drive. I remember 
an older guy that I knew had a Ford F-150 with a bad rod 
bearing and he drove that truck (nice and easy) for years 
until the engine finally made so much noise it was too em- 
barrassing to drive.
